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ce in the hands of a Treaſurer, at every Quarterly Communication, for the re- 
ec lief of diſtreſſed Brethren that ſhould be recommended, by the contribut= 
te ing Lodges to the Grand Officers from time to time.“ This motion being 1 
agreed to, the Grand Maſter recommended the conſideration of it to the Bre“ 
| thren, and defired all preſent to give in their opinion at the next Grand Lodge. 
| Accordingly, on the 17th of March, 172 55 the Grand Maſter, at the deſire 
of the Grand Lodge, appointed a Committee, conſiſting of the Earl of Dal- 8 
keith, Lord Paiſley, William Cooper, Eſq. clerk of the parliament, Tho. 
Edwards, Alex. Hardine, Wm Petre, Wm Richardſon, Eſqrs. Col. Dan. 
Houghton, Dr. Deſaguliers, and ſome other Brethren, to conſider of the beſt 
methods of regulating this general charity. The Committee met, and elected 
"illiam Cooper, Eſq. chairman, who drew up a report, which was read at the 
Grand Lodge on the 27th of November following, approved, and ordered to 
| be recorded in the books of the Grand Lodge. The Committee then received 
j ublic thanks, and copies of the report were ordercd to be ſent to all the 
Lodges. Several contributions were paid into the Grand Lodge ſoon after this | 
reſo'ution ; but as theſe were inconſiderable, no Grand Treaſurer was appoint- 
ed till the 24th of June, 1927, when the Earl of Inchiquin, then Grand 
Matter, requeſted Nathaniel Blackerby, Efq. to accept that office. It was 
then reſolred, that the four Grand Officers for the Time being, with Martin 
Folkes, Francis Sorrel, and George Payne, Eſars. ſhould form the commit- 
tee for the diſpoſal of the charity; and that copies of this reſolution thould 
be ſent to the Lodges. In this-ſtate the committee continued till the 2 5th of 
Feb. 1929, when the Lodges were called over by the liſt, and a conſiderable 
ſum was received from the officers of ſeveral Lodges, for the uſe of this charity, 
Which was lodged in the hands of the Treaſurer. Other Lodges copying the 
good example, at the next Grand Lodge, on the 27th of December following, 
tranſinitted their donations. The Grand Lodge then reſolved, in conſequence 
of a motion made by Thomas Batſony Eſq. counſellor at law, that every new 
Lodge, to be ie ee, ee ſhall pay two guineas towards this char ny. 
From this period the ſeveral Lodges have at leaſt annually ſubſcribed a volunta- | 
ry. ſum to ſupport this fund, by which means ſeveral diſtreſſed Brethren have 
been relieved. The committee of ſeven being deemed too ſmall a number for 
the diſcharge of this truſt, the Grand Lodge reſolved, on the 28th of Auguſt, 
1730, during the prefidency of the Duke of Norfolk, That the Committe 
« of Charity ſhall have added to them twelve maſters of contributing Lodges; 
that the firſt twelve in the printed liſt ſhall be ſucceeded by the. next twelve, 
« and to on; and that, for diſpatch, any five of tlicm ſhall be a quorum, provided 
« oe of the five is a preſent Grand Officer.” Accordingly, on the 13th of 
November the Committee met, and conſidered the petitions: of ſome poor 
_ brethren, whom they relieved with a ſmall ſum, not exceeding three poundg | 
40 e pepitioner. They then adjourned, from time to time, and diſtributed 


chat! ty, 
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charity among diſtreſſed Maſons, according to their circumſtances, or elſe res 


commended them to the favour of the Grand Lodge. 


The power of the Committee of Charity was at this time: very limite Las 
their proceedings were kept diſtin from the other tranſactions of the Sockty, : 


till the 15th of December, 1730, when it was ordained, * That for Diſpatch, 
te all complaints and informations about charity ſhall be referred for the future 
« to the Committee of Charity, and that they ſhall appoint a day for hearing 
« the ſame; ſhall enter their proceedings in a book to be , provided for that 
« purpoſe, and ſhall report their opinion to the Grand Lodge.” In conſe- 
quence of this reſolution, the Committee of Charity has been ever ſince con- 


fidered as immediately dependent on the Grand Lodge; and the minutes of 


their proceedings have been regularly read and ee at the Quarterly 
Communications of the Fraternity. 
The Committee is now compoſed of all en and paſt Gratid officers, 


the Maſter and three Aſſiſtants of the Stewards Lodge, and the Maſters of 


all regular Lodges which have contribured to the charity within twelve 
months. It meets three times in the year by virtue of a ſummons from the 
Grand Mafier or his Deputy. The petitions of the brethren who apply for 


charity, are confidered at theſe meetings; if the petitioner is found to be 


a deſerving object, he is immediately relieved with five pounds; if the cir - 
_ eumſtances of his caſe are of a ſingular nature, as being reduced by ſome un- 
expected misfortune from a ſtate of affluence to poverty, or being burdened with 


2 numerous family, and incapable of providing for them, his petition is referred 


to the next Communication, where he is relieved with any ſum the Committee 


may have ſpecitied, not exceeding twenty guineas at one time. By this means 


the diſtreſſed have always found ready relief from this charity, which is ſolely 
ſupported by the voluntary contributions of the different lodges out of their 
private fund, without ws burdenſome to > any member of the Society. ;
